A public hearing on.a proposed compulsory rabies vaccina"
ordinance for dogs has been set officially for Tuesday night, 

July 12, at 8 pym. in the Council Chamber of the City Hall, cor­ 
ner Cravens ave. and El Prado.

Two weeks later, July 26. the Council proposes to vote either 
for or against such an ordinance based on the results of the 
public hearing.

Now is the time for individuals and groups to make an all- 
out, final effort to inform the City Council that a rabies law is 
urgently desired and needed.

The only way to assure passage of such an ordinance is to 
have as many individuals and groups submit letters and resolu­ 
tions and have as many people show up to speak on behalf of 
the measure at the public hearing as possible.

We have good grounds to believe that the overwhelming 
number of Torrance residents are wholeheartedly In favor of 
such a law.

But we also know that an Insignificantly small, but loud and 
fanatic minority is now organizing to oppose this measure, just 
as they did in Los Angeles last year.

Unfortunately, the Los Angeles City Council let Itself be 
cowed Into silence by this hysterical handful.

Every age and every place has had Its superstitious and unin­ 
formed regiments who have seen in every cultural, scientific, 
and medical advancement, plots to enslave humanity, rather than 
blessings which would free mankind.

We feel that Torrance councilmen will be guided by reason 
and common sense.
